The new budget, covering the 
1959 fiscal year starting next 
July 1, will be precariously bal- 
anced, as Mr. Eisenhower in- 
dicated in his State of the 
Union message yesterday. 


But the President will notify 
Congress that the supposedly 
balanced budget for the present 
government year is now ex- 
pected to show a small deficit 
instead of a planned 1'4-billion- 


dollar surplus, officials dis- 
closed. | 
Mr. Eisenhower reportedly 


will attribute the return to 
deficit financing to two factors: 
(1) A $1,300,000,000 increase in 
scheduled Defense Department 
outlays; and (2) a drop of about | 
& billion dollars in estimated | 
revenues, caused by declining | 
business profits and personal | 
income. 


The deficit will be well un- 
der a half-billion dollars, in- 
formants said, but the return 
to red ink is a major disap- 
pointment to the Administra- 
tion. Only three months ago 
the Administration announced 
it would have its third balanced 
budget in a row. 


Rise in Debt Ceiling. 


The same causes — faster- 
military spending, slower tax 
collections — will oblige Mr. 
Eisenhower to seek a tempo- 
rary, “slight” increase in the 
275-billion-dollar ceiling on the 
public debt, Administration 
sources said.

This resistance is expected

The expected budget request 
of close to 74 billion dollars 
will be about two billions 
higher than Mr. Eisenhower's 
original estimate for this fiscal 
year and roughly one billion 
higher than this year’s actual 


outlays. 

This will. represent’ the 
highest spending since World 
War Il. Former President 


Harry S. Truman had a bigger 
budget in 1953, costliest year 
of |the Korean war, but his 
$74,300,000,000 budget included 
highway spending and Mr. 
Eisenhower's does not. A sepa- 
rate highway trust fund was 
established under a 1956 law. 
Nuclear Step-up. 

The President told Congress 
yesterday there will be sub- | 
stantial step-ups in outlays for 
missiles, nuclear ships, atomic 
energy, research and develop- 
ment, and science and educa- 
tion. 

In his State of the Union 
message, he confirmed reports 
that a special contingency 
fund — understood to total 
about $500,000,000—would be 
requested, to be spent at his 
discretion to exploit possible 
new technological discoveries.

JAKARTA, Jan. 10 (AP) — | 
Usually well-informed sources 
said today organized rebellious 
units of the Indonesian army 
are operating in the eastern 
part of this archipelago and 
that there has been fighting. 

These sources said there | 
have even been some sea bat- | 
tles between rebel trading 
ships and Indonesian navy, 
vessels. 

The situation could become 
more critical, they added, if 
the Indonesian army launches 
a reprisal operation in the 
north Celebes, and north Mol- 
uccas, long the center of oppo- 
sition to President Sukarno’s 
central government. 

Pressed to Attack. 


Army Chief of Staff Maj. | 
Gen. Nasution, Is reported un- 
der heavy pressure to launch | 
immediate attacks in the rebel | 
areas. Nasution met yesterday 
with military commanders from 
Java and the chief of the In- 
donesian air torce. 

Behind the latest uprising is 
continuing dissatisfaction in the 
outer islands which long ‘have | 
been trying to force the central 
government in populous Java | 
to return to them a greater | 
share of their foreign ex- 
change earnings. 

An army source here 
acknowledged Thursday that, 
rebel and government troops | 
had clashed Dec. 31 in the’ 
northern Moluccas, but it was 
impossible to confirm reports | 
of new and larger scale fight- 
Ing. 

Ships in Barter Trade. 

The sea actions reportedly | 
involved ships the rebels have 
been using for some time in 
barter trade independent of 
the central government and 
navy units trying to suppress 
this trade. 

A military spokesman said 
last night the central govern- | 
ment has nearly crushed the | 
seven-year-old rebel movement 
in Ceram, in the south Mo- | 
luccas. 

The Ceram separatist move- 
ment developed immedfately 
after Indonesia won independ- 
ence from The Netherlands in 
1949.

Eight fraternities with | 
houses no the Washington Uni- | 
versity campus were ordered | 
by the university yesterday to | 
install fire escapes within one | 
month. ° | 

The order, issued as a result 
of the the New Year's day fire 
at the Sigma Chi house, in 
which three young men were 
rescued from the roof, stipu- 
lated that unless installation 
were completed in the time 
set the university would order 
the work done and bill the 
fraternittes. 

There are nine houses on 
“Fraternity Row,” but only 
one, Kappa ——— has fire 
escapes. This house is »of 
more — construction than 
the o 

Aue included in the univer- 


sity order was a two-week 
deadline for correction of 
other fire h . These have 


to do with housekeeping, such 
as storage of wastepaper and 
paints, and electrical equip- 
ment, including repair of wir- 
ing and limitation on use of 
extension cords. 

A university statement said 
the fraternities had received 
four notices to make _ the 
changes since last May, follow- 
ing an inspection of fraternity 
premises by the Clayton Fire 
Department. e statement 
said most of the requests had 
been complied with except that 
relating to fire espaes. 

The houses, while on uni- 
versity property, are owned by. 
the respective fraternities. 

Realizing this, the statement 
said, the university “has fol- 
lowed the procedure of respect- 
ing their independence by call- 
ing their attention to work to 
be done and giving them a 
reasonable length of time to. 
comply. 

“We realize that fraternities 
have financial problems and 
we have felt that a reasonable 
length of time would be nec- 
essary on expensive items be- 
cause of their characteristic fi- 
nancial problems.” 

However, “the urgeney of the | 
problem” has made it neces- 
sary to set a timetable, the 
statement said. 

At the time of the Sigma) 
Chi fire, the Post-Dispatch re- 
ported complaints by Clayton 
Fire Chief Otto Brexler that 
he could only recommend but 
could not demand the installa- | 
tion of fire escapes at the fra- | 
ternity houses since they were | 
outside Clayton’s jurisdiction. 

Chief Brexler said the blaze 
could have resulted in a peo | 
disaster if it had occurred 
—— the house was fully occtu- 
pied.

OSSINING, N.Y... Jan. 10) 
(AP)—Elmer (Trigger) Burke, | 
killer convicted of murdering 
his best friend in a barroom 
brawl, died last night in Sing 
Sing prison’s electric chair. 

The cocky, 39-year-old Burke, 
who might have saved his life 
by talking about some unsolved 
gangland killings and robberies, 
entered the death chamber ac- 
companied by the prison Cath- 
olic chaplain and praying with 
him. 

Burke—Who was often ac- 
cused of murdering for hire— 
was executed for shooting down 
his pal, Edward (Poochie) 
Walsh, in a Manhattan bar, 
in a fit of rage. 

Witnesses said Walsh was 
killed after he tried to stop 
Burke from kicking a man in 
the face. 

Burke, a World War II. 
Ranger, was arrested in Boston | 
after he machine-gunned, and 
Joseph (Specs) 
O’Keefe, a key figure in the | 
$1,000,000 holdup of Brink’s | 
armored car service. Police said | 
Burke had been hired to kill 
O’Keefe to settle an under-| 
world wrangle over disposition | | 
of the Brink’s loot. 

Burke was jailed in Boston 
for possession of a machinegun. 
On Aug, 28, 1954, he made a 
sensational prison break. A 
year later he was nabbed by | 
the Federal Bureau of Investi- | 
gation at Folly Beach, S.C., then 
to stand trial for the Walsh 
killing. | 

Convicted on Dec. 16, 1955, | 
he was held in Sing Sing’s| 
death house. Several appeals,

Along the Inner Belt 


Teo the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


Undaunted by the overwhelming 
opposition of the County Council, 
Sverdrup and Parcel now reit- 
erates its view that the most bene- 
ficial route for the Inner Belt 
Expressway is one that makes the 
least use of existing rights of way. 

This stand comes notwithstand- 
ing substantial damage to the 
grounds of County Hospital and 
Clayton High School, and the 
splitting of several school districts 
en route. It comes notwithstanding 
the loss of over $2,000,000 annual- 
ly in real property taxes to the 
communities of Webster Groves, 
Brentwood, Richmond Heights, 
Clayton and University City — a 
loss which, because of the matur- 
ity of these communities, can be 
only partially recovered through 
the assessment of new construc- 
tion. 

It seems to this writer that the 
engineers have been over-awed by 
the axiom that a straight line is 
the shortest distance between two 
points. Only at the County Hos- 
pital grounds does the firm’s pro- 
posed route deviate to any ap- 

reciable extent from this axiom. 
his, the shortest possible route, 
is nearly 11 miles long, and an ad- 
ditional quarter to a half mile 
would make an almost impercepti- 
ble difference (on an expressway) 
in driving time. 

What is more, the additional cost 
of, say, $5,000,000 could be recov- 
ered out of existing sources in only 
two and a half years — sources 
which would be largely lost if the 
engineering firm's proposal were 
adopted. 

Regardless of the legal techni- 
calities concerning just what route 
was voted on in the 1955 bond is- 
sue election (‘or if any route was 
voted on), there can be no doubt 
that the outcome of that election 
was strongly influenced by the 
route map given wide distribution 
at that time. 

The County Council had a clear 
mandate from residents of the 
county for rejecting with finality 
the substantially unchanged pro- 
posal of Sverdrup and Parcel. 

Action now should be taken by 
the Council on a proposed route 
based primarly, not partially, on 
the 1955 bond issue election route.

Sound Aims to Be Tested in Action 


That President Eisenhower showed a fitting 
sense of urgency in his State of the Union mes- 
sage is not to be denied. The eight steps he 
proposed to deal with the crisis we confront are 
all unexceptionable, His spirit, his intentions, 
his courage in delivering the message in person 
despite the obvious marks left upon him by his 
most recent illness, were likewise much in his 
favor. 


And yet a great many Americans who watched 
and heard the message must have felt something 
missing—something of the lift and inspiration 
the nation needs at this time, something of the 
purposeful drive that would restore its shaken 
self-confidence. Not in what the President said, 
but in what he did not say, there lurked an un- 
easy suspicion that what he proposes to do about 
thé crisis does not match in magnitude and en- 
ergy the demands of the crisis as he himself 
propounds it. 

The State of the Union message in the end 
will have to be tested by the way it is trans- 
lated into policy; and the people must count on 
an alert Congress to avert any erosion of the 
purposes which Mr. Eisenhower stated well in 
general terms. 

* . . 


None of these purposes is more important 
than the reorganization of the Defense Depart- 
ment which the President pledged. For the de- 
tails of his plan we must wait for a special 
message. But he is unassailably right in his 
judgment that America wants harmful service 
rivalries ended once and for all. 


No doubt many listeners to the message got 
the impression that the President was proposing 
a four billion dollar increase in the level of de- 
fense expenditures—an effort which would com- 
pare favorably with the Rockefeller report's 
recommendation of a three-billion-dollar rise. 
But on reading the text closely the citizen 
learned that the President proposes to increase 
defense spending in the 1959 fiscal year four 
billion dollars over the 1957 budget. That was 
the pre-Sputnik, economy budget for the year 
ending last July 1, in which defense expendi- 
tures scheduled were nearly three billion dollars 
less than they are in the current 1958 budget. 


Is the President, or rather one of his speech 
writers, trying to make the new defense effort 
sound bigger than it is actually going to be? 
THis is a point Congress must make sure of in 
coming wéeks. 

Or consider the education program. On the 
assumption that Soviet scientific gains have laid 
bare acute needs for educational improvement 


in this country, the President ealls for spending 
a billion dollars over four years. This sounds 
like a lot of money. It does not sound like 
quite so much when described as $250,000,000 
a year, and it sounds like even less when 
one realizes that last year, before Sputnik, the 
President proposed a four-year school construc- 
tion program of $325,000,000 a year. Today 
he omits any mention of school construction 
whatever, and offers a total program nearly one- 
third smaller than he urged’ before the present 
crisis. Is this really an adequate response to 
the situation confronting us? Congress must 
satisfy itself and the country on that score. 
* . a 

We are glad the President gave so much em- 
phasis to the non-military aspects of our na- 
tional responsibilities, and particularly to the 
mutual security program. As contrasted with 
the generous applause which punctuated other 
parts of the speech, this was the passage that 
his congressional audience hedrd mostly in si- 
lence. Yét the President was quite right in de- 
fending economic assistance to friendly nations 
as one of our most essential seturity programs, 
not to be “shot down with a slogan” of “give- 
away.” 

Mr. Eisenhower was also right in emphasizing 
trade as one needed answer to the Soviet eco- 
nomic offensive, and calling for a five-year ex- 
tension of the Reciprocal Trade Agreements Act. 

When it came to “works of peace,” the Presi- 
dent spoke warmly of increasing cultural and 
informational contact. with the Soviets and of 
pooling scientific effort in a common world-wide 
attack on malaria and other diseases. Such ef- 
forts to bridge the gap of hostility and suspicion 
between the two worlds are heartily to be wel- 
comed. Unfortunately most of this section of 
the message bore the flinty marks of Secretary 
Dulles’s intellectual rigidity.

The President said nothing directly about a 
willingness to discuss with the Soviets the basic 
political controversies that divide us. In ex- 
pressing willingness to resume the long-dead- 
locked disarmament discussions, he proposed no 
strong new approach that would hold out hope 
of success. 

Here we must hope that the sentiments of 
NATO peoples and of Congress will eventually 
counterbalance the cold suspicions of Mr. Dul- 
les. If Mr. Eisenhower really means what he 
said about going “the extra mile with anyone 
on earth” for peace, he cannot indefinitely ac- 
cept Mr. Dulles’s advice against negotiation of 
basic issues. 


Speed Up the Missile Submarines 

One of the most striking criticisms of our 
defense setup in the Rockefeller report per- 
tained to lack of vision concerning new weapons. 
The report charged that new weapons were 
“placed in the straitjacket of obsolescent mis- 
sions instead of being reshaped to conform to 
an evolving technology and to new military 
problems.” 

An example is to be found in the Mirror of 
Public Opinion article on this page by Vice 
Admiral Daniel E. Barbey (Réet.), on a substi- 
tute for our Strategic Air Command, which is 
rapidly losing its potential as a deterrent to any 
attack upon the United States, Adm. Barbey 
urges a concentrated drive to provide a fleet of 
50 missile-firing submarines by the fall of 1960. 

Whereas Soviet Russia with a fleet of approxi- 
mately 500 submarines is reported to have a 
number of missile submarines (some ‘ even 
able to fire a ballistic missile under water), we 
have but two and they are able only to fire air- 
breathing missiles. And of the 17 atomic-pow- 
ered submarines we have built or planned, only 
four are designed for missiles. Secretary Mc- 
Elroy has now asked Congress for immediate 
funds to start building three more. 

There have been many dispatches and articles 
explaining how extremely great the menace of 
the submarine has become since atomic power 
has enabled it to travel for months under water 
to avoid radar and outrange sonar. Such craft 
could ring Soviet Russia and reach almost any 
major point within the 1100-mile range of the 
present 1400-mile-an-hour Regulus missile. With 
the solid-fuel ballistic Polaris missile, now being 
developed, the menace would be much greater. 

Ever since World War II ended, one school 
of thought among American submariners has 
been pushing for missile-firing submarines. But 
just as the battleship admirals were slow to give 
way before the aircraft carrier, so the theory 
of the aircraft carrier with its atomic bombers 
has pushed the missile submarine into the back- 
ground. Moreover, there is the old sehool of 
thought that would limit the submarine to its 
traditional duties of reconnaissance and attack- 
ing enemy shipping. 

What Adm. Barbey says emphasizes what 
Adm. Hyman Rickover, the developer of the 
atomic submarine, told the Senate Preparedness 
subcommittee this week about the delay in our 
Navy's realizing the importance of using the 
atom and the missile to make an almost new 
weapon out of the submarine. Can it be that the 
expensive aircraft carrier program rendered the 
Navy 80 top-heavy that it could not sight the 
atomic-powered, missile-launching submarine 
coming over the horizon? 
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To Help the President 

It is reassuring to know that President Eisen- 
hower plans at last to resume regular news con- 
ferences, preferably on a weekly basis. — 

There has been no White House press confer- 
ence since Oct. 30.‘ That is a long time for the 
Washington correspondents and their news 
papers to be out of touch with the Chief Execu- 
tive. Actually it is as important for Mr. Eisen- 
hower as it is for the country that he meet with 
newswriters and commentators as often as he 
can. He needs direct questions from the coun- 
try’s press to break through the ring set up by 
the Sherman Adams staff. 

For that ring is isolating as well as protective. 
It needs to be offset by weekly press confer- 
ences.

Congressman Curtis’s Role at J.B. 

Congressman Curtis’s role in the Jefferson 
Barracks public housing controversy is some- 
thing of a puzzler. The project, which is in 
his district, has run into what appear to be cal- 
culated administrative delays within the Federal 
Housing Administration. 

The County Housing Authority evidently 
thinks Mr. Curtis is behind the delays. Francis 
M. Barnes III, the Authority’s chairman, says 
he was told as much by Federal Housing Ad- 
ministrator Cole. Mr. Cole later denied he had 
said any such thing, but Mr. Barnes has re- 
quested a congressional inquiry. 

_ And at Mr. Barnes’s request, Mrs. Leonor 
Sullivan of St. Louis has asked the Housing Ad- 
ator why his office is postponing a deci- 
sion in this matter. The County Authority’s pro- 
posed contract either meets federal specifica- 
tions or it does not. Mr. Cole has offered no 
legal or technical reasons for failing to ct.

If Congressman Curtis is the cause of this 
curious behavior by the Housing Administrator, 
the people of his district are entitled to know 
it and te know why he takes this stand.

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After Three Years of Waiting 

Three American mothers are now in Commu- 
nist China on a trip to see their prisoner sons 
and almost every one in this country must be 
glad to know that this long postponed visit is 
finally taking place. They have been received 
with courtesy and seeming good will; there is 
nothing to indicate that any other kind of treat- 
ment is in store for them. 

The mothers owe their officially-approved 
trip to a still unexplained reversal on the part 
of the State Department. Just three years ago 
this month the Chinese Government at Peiping 
invited all mothers of American prisoners to 
visit their sons. Secretary of State Dulles said 
No. Then last month, without prior indication 
of a change, the State Department reversed it- 
self. It said the mothers might go. 

Why? The circumstantial evidence is pretty 
plain that the State Department was forced into 
it by an incidental development over which it 
had no control. A federal judge in California 
notified the Justice Department that he would 
dismiss an important case if the defense lawyer 
were not allowed to go to China to gather evi- 
dence he says he needs to defend a client. The 
client is John Powell, former Missourian, now 
charged with sedition as a former American edi- 
tor-at Shanghai, The lawyer is A. L, Wirin. 

When the federal judge put it up squarely to 
the Justice Department to arrange for Mr. Wir- 
in'’s travel in continental China or forfeit the 
case, the way was quickly opened for the lawyer 
to go. He is in China arranging interviews 
with people who knew Powell and his paper. 

Apparently Secretary Dulles saw trouble com- 
ing in Congress if, after approving Mr. Wirin’s 
travel, he still held out against the mothers.

Our big buffer against sudden, 
large-scale Soviet attack has been the 
Kremlin's fear of the United States

Our Navy, instead of recognizing 
the submarine as the most lethal 
striking arm in the military establish- 
ment, is pinning most of its hopes and 
spending most of its money on bigger 
and better carriers. Three Forrestal- 
class carriers are in operation now, 
with three more being built—at a cost 
of $200,000,000 each, plus another 
$100,000,000 for planes and equip- 
ment. A seventh scheduled carrier, 
nuclear-powered, will cost an esti- 
mated $314,000,000 without planes. 


Less Costly Than Carriers 


None of these can do anything the 
Essexr-class carrier cannot do except 
to carry more and heavier aircraft. 

Each takes four years to build and 
the next may be obsolescent before 
it is launched. The day is gone when 
the carrier could survive because of 
its mobility. It cannot outrun the 
nuclear-powered submarine or avoid 
missiles fired from afar. In a no- 
warning war, it could not guarantee, 
any more than could a land bomber 
base, that it could launch its planes;

THE EARTH CHANGERS, by Neill C. 
Wilson and Frank J. Taylor. (Double- 
day, 312 pgs., $5.) .

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The Day Snow 
Fell in Florida |

PLANT CITY, Flia., Jan. 10. 

WHAT HAPPENS WHEN SNOW FALLS on a town 
that never sees snow? 

A local farmer by the name of Mr. Duck Newsome 
stared enigmatically out of his window. He wasn't going 
to give voice to any snap 
judgments. 

Finally his wife put 
the issue into words. 
“Duck,” she said, at last 
in a small voice, “is that 
stuff coming down out 
there by any chance — 
snow?” 

Duck Newsome is a 
cautious man. He thought 
the question over. He de- 
liberated. He _ replied, 
“Well, if it ain't, it sure 
is the slowest white rain 
I ever saw.” 

This was on Wednes- 
day morning. All over 
this region folks were 
undergoing various reac- 
tions on the same theme 
—snow fell where snow 
was only a rumor from 
the misguided land to 


the north. 

The whole town went mildly berserk. Telephones rang 
off the hook as townsfolk called each other to report the 
obvious fact that snow—thuimbprint size flakes of it—was 
falling from a mixed-up sky. 


They had a little bit of snow here back in 
1895 but generally speaking, this is one of the 
toughest sledding locales in the world. Plant City 
is full of people who had never seen snowflakes 
before. 


Willard McGinnis, lumberman and civic leader, was 
one of these—went whooping into his home for the movie 
camera. Kids were turned out of school and ran around 
excitedly. 

Donald Yoho, principal of Plant City High School, 
sat in his automobile eyeing the white: stuff hitting his 
windshield. 

“Snow, snow,” yelped a friend. 

“Thank you, said Principal Yoho. “I wasn’t going to 
be the first to mention it.”

THE PICTURE of a Florida town undergoing the first 
snow of any real quantity in the memory of much of its 
(14,000) population was particularly rewarding to a St. 
Louis resident who had left Lambert-St. Louis field only 
a few hours before when the temperature was down near 
freezing. 


Plant City happens to be my home town— 
never do I recall the entire populace getting so 
het up over any single event. Dick Prewitt, head 
of the local Chamber of Commerce, attempted to 
leap inte the breach by referring to “all this white 
ash.” His tewnsmen in assembly gathered over cof- 
fee at the rear of Central Pharmacy pointed out he 
was fighting a losing battle—a good Chamber of 
Commerce man must never admit the existence 
of fuel or ash. 


Mayor Jack White rose to the occasion with a proc- 
lamation, duly broadcast and posted: 

“Whereas,” intoned His Honor, “this phenomena ap- 
pears to be the first recorded snow fall of such magnitude 
in the history of the Plant City community, I do hereby 
proclaim that Jan. 8 go down in the history as the day 
that northern snow became a winter visitor to Plant City.” 


MAYOR WHITE prohibited skiing on major through- 
fares; on street parking for sleighs; ice skating in the city 
park—also outlined the procedure for applying for a snow 
plow. 

Mrs. J. Gilbert, a registered nurse, was noted hurry- 
ing homeward—an emergency call. Whither, whence? 


“I am ‘patching up a horse blanket,” she said, prior 


to plunging off to face the elements. “My poor old horse 
is nearly 20 years old and just doesn’t know how to take 
this.” 


It snowed for less than three hours. None of it 
stuck. A St. Louisan would hardly have noticed it. 
Here, however, the word “snow” has a mysterious 
quality that nobody but a Florida Cracker can 
understand, save perhaps a Southern Californian 
down where they have all that horrible smog and 
all. 


By nightfall snow was still the only conversation bit 
as far as the local jokes and growing gags went. Under- 
neath the joshing was a grim reality. “The other recent 
freeze about got me,” said Farmer Newsome. “This one, 
if it’s bad, could do me in good.” 

Right on past dark, the farmers and their families 
valiantly were trying to get the truck crops, particularly 
strawberries, covered with a paper; to get out smudges;

Early Treatment 


DEAR DR. STEINCROHN: I have a grandson 7 years 
old who is subject to bronchial asthma. I would like 
to know if a special diet would help. I want todo some- 
thing before the asthma gets a firm hold on him. I 
keep telling my son to bring the boy to a specialist 
but he says that the youngster is not old enough to 
receive special treatments. Will you please advise us, 
Dr. Steincrohn? Mrs. S. J. 

Answer: My allergist friends tell me that the “earlier 
the treatment the better.” That holds true for the manage- 
ment of all diseases. When we lose time by procrastina- 
tion (whatever the reason) the disease gets a firmer grasp 
and we have the devil of a time loosening it. 


The allergic person, whatever his age, should be 
under the care of a physician early. Often the family 
physician or pediatrician will find the cause of asthma. 
But more often it is an elusive problem, They usually 
call in the help of a skilled allergist. Bronchial asthma 
is caused either by reaction to infection (Infectious 
asthma) or by a purely allergic reaction (dust, foods, 
plants, etc.). 


It is the allergist’s job to discover the tre cause— 
if he can. For without knowing what is triggering the 
asthmatic attacks, he will be shooting in the dark. Let 
him take skin tests, a complete history of your grandson 
and the necessary X-rays, laboratory tests and other 
examinations. :

Bridge Problems 


THE SOUTH PLAYER of 
today’s tournament hand won a 
fine result when his sacrifice 
bid of five hearts, which should 
have been set three tricks, 
doubled, went down only one 
trick because of favorable de- 
fense. The hand was played at 
the recent national men’s team 
championship in Los Angeles. 

Neither side vulnerable, 
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The bidding: 
South West 
Pass 


West opened the eight of 
clubs and East’s ten forced 
South’s ace. Declarer led the 
queen of hearts and now the 
defense can gain a three-trick 
set, no matter which trump 
West plays. If he plays small, 
East takes the heart king and 
the king-queen of clubs and 
the defense later takes the 
spade and heart aces. ‘No dia- 
mond trick can be gained, for 
East can’t lead the suit without 
loss and if he puts West in 
with the spade ace for a dia- 
mond return, declarer jumps 
up with dummy’s ace and dis- 
cards his losing diamond on 
the spade queen. 


If West goes in with the ace 
of hearts—as he actually did— 
on South’s lead of the queen, 
this costs him a trump trick 
but he ean gain a diamond for 
the same result. He switches 
to the jack of diamonds and 
declarer goes up with dummy’s 
ace and leads a heart to the 
jack to draw West's ten. Now 
declarer must lose a spade to 
West and the diamond king 
and two clubs to East—again 
down three.

MAYBE ONE REASON why

A somewhat more expensive 
finish and one that gives color 
is a concrete stain. These are 
easy to apply after the concrete 
has been washed clean. They 
won't peel or chip for they go 
down into the concrete. ey 
will also take a great deal of 


' wear. If the kids want a place 


to roller skate when it rains, 
let them do it on a basement 
floor treated with a stain. 


Somewhat more expensive 
than the stains are the special 
concrete floor enamels. These 
produce a nice smooth gloss 
surface which, if kept coated 
with wax to absorb the wear, 
will last a good long time. 

Finally there are the various 
floor tiles that are suitable for 
concrete in direct contact with 
the ground—asphalt and vinyl- 
asbestos. These materials won't 
be harmed by the lime in con- 
crete and they won't be both- 
ered by the small amount of 
moisture that is often present, 
at one time or another, with 
concrete that is below grade 
level.

Nobody is at home for lunch but the mother and the 
children too young to leave the house. The only possible 
time to get the family together is the evening dinner hour.

AS WE DROVE HOME in a 
glaze, Walter finally broke the 
silence by asking fearfully, 
“What do you suppose we like 
about it?”

what do you say Wwe clean out 
the garage?”

, NEW YORK. 

I HAVE a letter from a 
woman who tells the sad story 
that I hear more and more oft- 
en these Aays. 

She is a widow whose hus- 
band, a war veteran, died 27 
years ago and left her to raise 
five children. She wrote to 
draw my attention to the fact 


* that even though widows of 


veterans get a pension, it is 
not enough for them to live 
on. Her pension is $54.18 a 
month. 

This woman lives in southern 
Texas, but even there her pen- 


sion is not sufficient to live 
on. She has worked hard all 
her life. 


She is unable to make ends 
meet because she no longer 
can work. Her children, she 
says, are married and have 
their own families to raise and 
she does not think it right to 
burden them with her support. 

I FEEL that it is not too 
much to ask that each child 
give her a small amount, yet 
I have great sympathy for her 
feeling that after a life of 
hard work she should be en- 
titled to a pension covering 
the necessities of life so she 
need not depend on her chil- 
dren. 

I feel a reassessment of 
social security benefits in 
the pension field should be 
made. The cost of living has 
gone up. Perhaps’ there 
should be a sliding scale 
for pensions to meet the 
changes in living costs. 

I think, too, that pensioners 
are a group which probably 
should be given some of our 
surplus foods, for no one in 
this country should be on a 
diet below the standards of 
healthy living : 

Most of these people are old, 
and perhaps Congress will not 


think their votes amount to 
much. But this group is cer- 
tainly getting larger in this 
country and, theerfore, even 


from a political standpoint, this 
situation should receive con- 
sideration trom both Republi- 
cans and Democrats. 

I WANT to tell: you some- 
thing about a new organiza- 
tion, a voluntary health agency 
formed in Philadelphia called 


the National Cystic Fibrosis 
Research Foundation. It has

LOS ANGELES, Jan. 10 


THE MAN who will put 
America’s foot across the for- 
midable threshold of outer 
space is a gentle, non-swash- 
buckling type who looks more 
the local Junior Chamber of 
Commerce president than 
crack test pilot. 


He is Scott Crossfield, a 
denial of the classic hero-image 
who nonetheless will embark 
within the coming months on 
man’s greatest adventure—the 
exploration of the unknown. 


Crossfield will shed his cus- 
tomary conservative business 
suit one gray, as yet undeter- 
mined, desert morning and 
squeeze his slender, 5-foot, 9- 
inch frame into pressurized 
coveralls to test the fantastic 
North American X-15, a top- 
secret experimental craft which 
experts believe will carry man 
into the world’s last, uncharted 
frontier. 

And no one—restless Sput- 
nik -watcher, zealous aviation 
buff nor the X-15 customer,

to the first historic flight of 
the super-plane with more an- 
ticipation than the pilot him- 
self. 3 

Crossfield, a veteran of 
rocket-powered flight, terms 
the X-15 simply, “a test pilot’s 
dream.” 

An official ‘séurce has said 
the wonder craft will whine 
through the sky at speeds of 
more than six times the speed 
of sound and will fly far 
higher (at least 100 miles) than 
man has dared venture to date. 

Crossfield, who already has 
piloted sleek rocket-powered 
ships more than 1200 miles an 
hour, expects to fly faster in 
the X-15 than he ever has be- 
fore. 


At that, he said in an inter- , 


view, the test will be no indi- 
cation of the X-15's immense 
potentialities. 

Crossfield said: 

“My job simply is to deter- 
mine that it flies and to gather 
and help assimilate engineer- 
ing data from the flight.” 

He pointed out: “The cus- 
tomer—in this case the

I, myself, would fire a pilot 
who went beyond 
limits.”

‘a touch of wistfulness. Cross- 


field, like any other first-class 
pilot, would like to put this 
“test pilot’s dream” through 
an all-out effort. 


However, Crossfield’s job ap- 
pears destined to end when the 
final reports of the first flight 
are written. 


The plane then would be de- 
livered to the NACA and the 
Air Force, which, it is gener- 
ally assumed, would extend 
the X-15 to its maximum Ccap- 
abilities—perhaps even putting 
it into an orbit around the 
earth. 


One of the factors which in- 
fluenced selection of this quiet, 
36-year-old father of five for 
the perilous and exacting test 
flight was the fact that Cross- 
field has been with the X-15 
since the drawing-board stage 
five years ago. 

Too, he holds a master’s de-

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gree (from the University of 
in aeronautical 
engineering, a fact which 
makes him more than just a 
good pilot. 


Crossfield said he is un- 
dergoing no elaborate mental 
or physical preparations for 
the flight, which could be 
an epochal one. “But natur- 
ally,” he grinned, “I keep in 
pretty decent condition.” 

The X-15, is, very roughly, a 


glorified version of the X-2. 
the needle-nosed experimental 
ship built by Bell Aircraft. The 
X-15’s specification reportedly 
are unusually simple for its 
history-making potentialities. 

The plane which may carry 
man into Space is “not a large 
one,” in the words of com- 
pany officials, but it is believed 
to be larger than the X-2. 

The plane’s vital test is ex. 
pected to be held at Edwards 
Air Force Base, a scientific 
research installation in the des- 
ert near Los Angeles. 

It is believed that it will fol- 


low normal] testing’ procedure 
for such aircraft, with the 
plane being dropped from the 
belly of a mother ship flying 
at between 30,000 and 40,000 
feet. However, just when the 
eagerly anticipated test will be 
conducted is a well-guarded 
secret. 

Despite the X-15’s seeming- 
ly limitless ability, Cross- 
field is among the first to 
admit that the “dream ship” 
will not be the last word in 
aviation. Even after | the 
X-15 is flown—perhaps at 
speeds and altitudes stagger- 
ing to the imagination— 
“we'll still see improve- 
ments,” in Crossfield’s words.

AFTER SPLITTING in two, 


Biela’s comet appeared again | 


on schedule, in the form of 
twins. Each part had a head 
and a tail. The next time (six 
years and nine months later) 
the twin comets failed to re- 
turn. Instead there came a 
heavy shower of meteors. 


Since that time Biela’s comet 
never has been seen, but its 
hard parts (hundreds of mil- 
lions of them) must have been 
strewn along the comet’s orbit. 
The earth passes through the 
Biela orbit each year, and a 
meteor shower is observed in 
the middle of November. As- 
tronomers are sure that these 
meteors were once parts of 
Biela’s comet, 


WITHOUT BREAKING into 
pieces, Swift's comet III ap- 
pears to have left a vast num- 
ber of hard parts in its orbit. 
This comet has a period esti- 


mated at 120 years. It is ex-|
